Paris lawyers with connections to 
Iranian revolutionaries have moved 
to the center of the intricate inter- 
national negotiations to gain the re- 
lease of the UR hostages in 
Tehran. 

Much erf the lawyers' movements 
and discussions remain shrouded in 
secrecy. But it has become dear 
that the legal help that they offered 
to Ayatollah Rubattab Khomeini 
and bos followers while the Iranian 
revolutionary leader was in exile 
could become the key to finding a 
formula to resolve the crisis. 

One of the lawyers is also the Eu- 
ropean counsel for Panama, the na- 
tion that the deposed shah, 
Mohammed Reza Pafuavi, has cho- 
sen fra his exile.

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Egypt Trains

CAIRO, Feb. 13 (NYT) — Some Afghan Moslem rebels are receiving 
military training in Egypt and will be sent home armed to fight against (he 
Soviet-backed regime in Afghanistan, Egypt’s minister of defense disclosed 
today. 

Gen. Kamal Hassan Ali, when asked at a news conference whether 
Egypt was providing such assistance, replied terselv, “It is training some of 
them to some extent.”

“It is about time to look around 
us to see the dangers around the 
area,” the defense minister said, in 
explaining why Egypt was askixig 
the United States fra some of its ad- 
vanced F-16 and F-I5 supersonic 
fighters. 

Hawk Missiles 

The Egyptian Air Force has al- 
ready received 22 F-4 Phantom jets, 
with another 13 on order. The 
Egyptian Army is getting UR ar- 
mored personnel camera and im- 
proved Hawk missiles. 

Gen. Ali dismissed the suggestion 
that Israel would object to having 
Egypt acquire such modem UR 
weapons systems as the twin-engine 
f-15 aircraft. 

“If they say, "You shouldn't have 
such weapons,’ HI say to them, ‘It’s 
none of your business,’ and they 
would tdl me the same,” Gen. Ali 
said. 

The Egyptian armed forces have 
been equipped almost entirely with 
Soviet hardware and have already 
given some of its more obsolete 
weapons to Arab and African allies 
like Oman, Sudan and Zaire. In 
view of Mr. Sadat’s feelings about 
the Russians, the Afghan rebels 
would also be a logical recipient of 
some small arms. 

Because the rebels are already 
proficient guerrilla fighters, the as- 
sumption in Cairo has been that 
they might ask the Egyptian mfli-

U.S. Criticizes Israeli Cabinet on Hebron

EEC Is Warned 


JERUSALEM. Feb. 13 (NYT) - 
In a twist of fate that has infuriated 
rightist Israelis, a 12-year-old Arab 
girl who is said to be outspokenly 
anti-Jewish has received a kidney 
transplanted from the body of a 
Jewish student who was murdered 
in the Arab market of Hebron. 

The matching of donor and recip- 
ient appears to have been purely 
coincidental, a function of blood 
type and circumstance. But it has 
drawn outraged reactions and has 
caused renewed efforts to outlaw 
both transplants and autopries un- 
less relatives give permission. 

“She spoke all tbe time against 
Jews," said Menacbem Porush, a 
member of the Knesset (parlia- 
ment). “In this case a boy has been 
killed by Arabs. To transplant his 
kidney into an Arab girl who is hat- 
ing Jews, this is loo much." 

Mr. Porush and other members 
of tbe orthodox party known as 
Agudat Israel, which belongs to the 
governing coalition of Prime Minis- 
ter Menachem Begin, are so in- 
censed. both on religious and politi- 
cal grounds, that they intend to 
move in the Knesset for an investi- 
gation into the decision to do the

VIENNA, Feb. 13 (AP) — Two 
Yugoslav engineers were taken hos- 
tage last Sunday in Iraq by the Pa- 
triotic Union of Kurdistan, _ an ex- 
iled spokesman for tbe Kurdish reb- 
els sajd today in Vienna. It was not 
known where the two Yugoslavs 
were being hdd. 

The spokesman said that the ac- 
tion was to protest what he called 
Iraai-Yugbslav military coopera- 
tion. He alleged that Iraqi officers 
were being trained in Yugoslavia to 
fiftht the Kurdish rebels in Iraq. 


STRASBOURG. France, Feb. 13 
(AP) — The president of the Euro- 
pean Commission. Roy Jenkins, 
told the European Parliament yes- 
terday that "energy conservation 
must be the cornerstone of our poli- 
cy" in the 1980s. 

Presenting the commission's an- 
nual program, Mr. Jenkins said: “it 
is now certain that if we do not 
change our ways while there is still 
time, our society will risk disloca- 
tion and eventual collapse." 

He said that the total energy con- 
sumption of the nine member coun- 
tries of the European Economic 
Community fell by about right per- 
cent between 19v4 and 1977, but 
added that by 1990, energy savings 
of community members could be 20 
percent of their import needs. 

“1 think that we have made prog- 
ress in recent months towards fuller 
appreciation of these problems. But 
it is now six years since the first 
warning and I fear we have missed 
many more opportunities than we 
have created. The lesson of recent 
developments in the Middle East is 
that we not have another such 
period Of grace." Mr. Jenkins said 

He said that other major chal- 
lenges for lire community were new 
electronic technologies, transporta- 
tion. competition with industrial- 
ized countries, cooperation with de- 
veloping ones and employment.

A nurse in 
the dialysis unit of Jerusalem's 
Shaare Zadek Hospital who asked 
tha t her name not be used, said that 
on the evening after the murder the 
unit was asked by Hadassah to pre- 
pare a patient for a transplant by 
doing dialysis. The recipient, select- 
ed from a list of those in need on 
the basis of blood type and other 
medical factors, was Amira Abu- 
kassah from the Asker refugee 
camp near Nablus.

She was treated in the dialysis 
uni t until about midnight, tire nurse 
said, then transferred to Hadassah 
for the transplant operation, which 
began early on Feb. 1.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP) — 
A Congressional investigation of 
beatings and other abuses of re- 
cruits at military training bases con- 
cluded today that the U.S. Army 
does not lake tbe problem seriously 
and offenders get off with light 
punishment. 

A report filed by the House 
Armed Services investigations sub- 
committee said that disciplinary ac- 
tions taken in cases at Fort Jackson. 
S.C., and Fort Dix, N “present a 
dismal picture of the Army attitude 
concerning abuse of trainees.” 

The probe was triggered by the 
deaths of two recruits at Fort Jack- 
son in 1978 — both were victims of 
heat exhaustion after bang ordered 
lo perform strenuous exercises in 
summer heaL Tbe beatings of 20 re- 
cruits at Fort Dix occurred a month 
later. In both cases, the abuse was 
“attributable mainly to the lack of 
effective supervision of drill 
sergeants at Army training centers," 
the subcommittee said. 

Thousands in India 
Flee, 9 Fearing Quake 

NEW DELHI, Feb. 13 (Reuters) 
— Thousands of people have left 
their homes and shut their business- 
es in northeast India, fearing that 
an earthquake will accompany a to- 
tal eclipse of the sun next Saturday. 

The United News of India report- 
ed that trains from the town of Di- 
ma pur were filled with people es- 
caping to other areas. 
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BEIRUT. Feb. 13 (AP) — Pre- 
mier Salim al-Hoss flew to 
Damascus today to ay to persuade 
Syria to call off a withdrawal from 
Beirut of 5.000 peacekeeping 
troops. As he began his mission, 
fresh fighting broke out in northern 
Lebanon and a rightist member of 
Parliament was killed. 

Tbe Phalange Party, which field- 
ed the largest Christian militia dur- 
ing the Lebanese rivil war of 1975- 
76, said Parliament member Ed- 
mond Rizk. 45. was kidnapped on 
his way to an appointment with 
President Elias Sarios. 

A party spokesman said Mr. 
Rizk. a Phalangist, was driving 
through a Syrian-policed area to the 
presidential palace in Baabda. five 
miles east of Beirut. 

Palace sources said Mr. Sarkis or- 
dered a search for the missing depu- 
ty. Phalange militia leader Bachir 
Gemayal vowed to “cut the band 
that perpetrated the abduction” of 
Mr. Rizk. a former minister of edu- 
cation. 

Phalange militiamen poured into 
the streets of tire Christian-domi- 
nated eastern sector of Beirut. 
Phalange sources said Mr. Rizk was 
abducted at gunpoint and taken to 
an unknown location in the western 
sector of Beirut, which is mostly 
Moslem. 

Beirut police said one person was 
killed and four were wounded in 
fighting between rival Christian 
militias in Bcharri province, 50 
miles north of Beirut. 

The government said earlier that 
23 persons had been killed in 
clashes around tbe country since 
Feb. 4. when Syria announced the 
planned withdrawal of its peace- 
keeping troops from Beirut. Syrian 
President Hafez al -Assad has de- 
layed the withdrawal temporarily to 
avert a security vacuum in Beirut. 

Mr. Assad has- called the with- 
drawal a regrouping operation and 
has berated Lebanese leaders for 
failing to resolve their differences. 
The 5,000-man contingent in Beirut 
is part of a 22,000-man Syrian force 
policing the 38-monlb-old armistice 
between Lebanon’s rightist Chris- 
tian forces and an alliance of leftist 
Moslems and Palestinian guerrillas. 


After 2-Year Withdrawal 

ILO Reports U.S. Accord 
To Resume Membership 


GENEVA. Feb. 13 (AP) — The 
United States has decided to return 
to the International Labor Organi- 
zation. which it quit in November. 
1977. (he ILO announced here to- 
day. 

An ILO spokesman quoted Presi- 
dent Carter as saying that the deci- 
sion had the support of the U.S. la- 
bor and employer organizations — 
the AFL-CIO and the U.S. Council 
of the International Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Francis Blanchard, the ILO di- 
rector-general, said that the U.S. de- 
cision “substantially reinforces the 
ILO's capability for action at a time 
when the world faces pressing prob- 
lems in the labor field. The renewed 
participation of the . . . United 
States will enable tire ILO to con- 
tinue its work in fuller measure.” 

The United States joined the or- 
ganization in 1934 and withdrew 
Nov. 6, 1977. The required two 
years’ notice of the withdrawal was 

given in 1975 by Henry Kissinger, 
then secretary of' state. 

The United States left on the 
inds that growing politicization 
ad turned the 140-nation body 
away from its objective of improv- 
ing the position of workers ana had 
made the ILO an arena for political 
bickering. 

It charged the organization with 
applying a double standard — al- 
lowing violations in Communist 
countries to go unchallenged while 
assailing questionable practices in 
democratic countries. The United

It was the first time that tire Unit- 
ed Slates had quit a UN agency. 
The withdrawal was a blow to to 
the organization’s prestige and its 
finances, since the United States 
contributed 25 percent of the ILO 
budget.

The withdrawal also led to a 
marked change of tone in tire organ- 
ization's annual conferences, and it 
began denouncing anti-labor prac- 
tices in the Soviet Union and other 
Communist states.

Dropping Sales, 
Strikes Threaten 
Survival of BL 

LONDON, Feb. 13 (Reuters) — 
Increasing problems at BL Ltd. 
have intensified fears that the state- 
owned automotive company cannot 
survive long in its present form. 

The company, formerly British 
Ley land, already had plans to trim 
its work force of 1 10,000 by 25.000. 
This week it was learned that its 
January sales figures were the low- 
est ever, 15 percent of the domestic 
market for new automobiles. Its 
market share was 25 percent in Jan- 
uary. 1979. 

With BL racing the threat of ma- 
jor strikes oo two fronts. Chairman 
Sir Michael Edwardes was forced 
on Monday to tell workers that the 
high stocks of unsold cars would 
mean layoffs of 45,000 men. Mean- 
while. the 6-week-old nationwide 
steel strike is beginning to cause 
problems. Some oiBL's 35 factories 
soon may not have enough steel to 
continue production. 

Lord Keith, who was chairman of 
Rolls Royce until last year, said to- 
day: “I don’t give British Leyland 
more than a 50-50 chance of surviv- 
ing in its present form.” The Times 
of London commented: “Disman- 
tling the company, parts of which 
are efficient and profitable, would 
not mean throwing all its employees 
out of work." 

The company was saved from fi- 
nancial collapse in I97S by a gov- 
ernment takeover. 


U.S. Crime Chiefs’ Meeting 
Reportedly Was Called Off

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 13 (NYT) unions and city and state govern - 


— Chiefs of organized crime were 
planning a meeting to establish, 
among other things, new bounda- 
ries for their territories, but they 
canceled the conference when they 
learned that federal agents knew of 
the plans, according to government 
sources. 

A federal source said that offi- 
cials believed the meeting was 
called off after the widespread pub- 
lic disclosure of investigations by 
the FBI into possible corruption by 
elected officials, union leaders and 
such reputed organized-crime fig- 
ures as Carlos Marcello of New Or- 
leans and Samuel Sciortino of Los 
Angeles. 

The source also said that the FBI 
undercover operation, code-named 
Brtiab, for bribery-labor, had 
reached into New Mexico, Missis- 
sippi, Florida and Hawaii. Earlier, 
the operation was described as in- 
volving Texas, Louisiana, Oklaho- 
ma and Arkansas. 

Alleged Bribe Bid 

And. in addition to the federal 
grand juries convening in New Or- 
leans and Houston to bear evidence 
compiled by the FBI, at least one 
other is to tie convened in Washing- 
ton, the source said. 

Brilab, an undercover operation 
that delved into suspected insur- 
ance-contract corruption in labor 


meats, also touched on an alleged 
attempt to bribe a federal judge and 
relations between organized-crime 
figures, lobbyists, politicians and 
bureaucrats. 

Besides fixing boundaries, the 
crime figures were supposedly plan- 
ning to dis c uss, and perhaps modi- 
fy, the entire range of syndicate ac- 
tivities from narcotics traffic to le- 
gitimate businesses. 

The first notion of the un- 
derworld conference came to light 
Friday, when Judge Harry Pregcr- 
son of U.S. District Court in Los 
Angeles made public a letter from 
Philip Heymann. an assistant attor- 
ney general. 

Mr. Heymann wrote that the FBI 
“is on the verge of developing evi- 
dence regarding a massive, nation- 
wide conspiracy relating to the allo- 
cation of territories in the United 
Suites for certain types of illicit ac- 
tivities.” 

Tbe letter outlined how the FBI 
learned of an alleged plot to bribe 
Judge Pregerson in Los Angeles 
while it was conducting the Brilab 
investigation. Federal sources said 
the plot began last October, when 
Marcello contacted a bureau in- 
former, Joseph Hauser, twice con- 
victed of insurance fraud, about in- 
fluencing the judge, who was bear- 
ing a case involving Sciortino and 
four other organized-crime figures.

The Brandi Commission report titled 
“North-South: A Program for Survival” is 
alarmist. But there is cause for alarm. The 
economic tensions between North and South 
rival the political tensions between East and 
West in order of magnitude. The latter con- 
stitutes a more pressing threat to our securi- 
ty, but the former, in the long term, also 
threatens the well-being of almost everyone 
on earth. The report does not represent the 
dawning of a new vision. Most of what it 
depicts has long been known. But little of ii 
has been acted upon and even less dealt with 
effectively. It makes concrete recommenda- 
tions that in the best of all possible worlds 
would solve many of the outstanding prob- 
lems. But if we lived in the best of all possi- 
ble worlds the problems would not exist. 


A preeminent characteristic of the world in 
which we do live is militant self-interest The 
report recognizes that. It concludes that it is 
in the self-interest of every nation, rich or 
poor, to work together to reduce the gap be- 
tween the two worlds. The goal is sensible 
and the premise on which it is based is cor- 
rect. But another primary characteristic of 
the real world is myopia. In other words, if 
short-term and long-term interests conflict 
the long-term interests will fade out of sight 
Furthermore, national interests have always 
taken precedence over the collective good. In 
part this is because programs intended to 
yield global benefits, which is to say develop- 


ment-aid programs, rarely pay short-term 
dividends. 

None of this is meant to suggest that the 
304-page report should be consigned to the 
trash bin because 6f mankind's discouraging 
history of ignoring good advice until it is too 
late. On the contrary, its proposals for in- 
creasing development aid. stabilizing oil pric- 
es. reforming the monetary system, removing 
trade restrictions and taxing arms sales as a 
means of transferring funds from rich to 
poor, should be quickly and widely debated. 
Some of the suggestions, such as the one link- 
ing the size of development-aid contributions 
to national income — thereby making pay- 
ments automatic and not subject to politics 
— are genuinely innovative. Politidans, of 
course, must be convinced that these are 
good ideas or they will fail like most similar 
efforts in the past 

At the very least the report will focus at- 
tention on the depth and breadth of the 
problems faced by both the rich and the poor 
in the 1980s. Some of its statistics are star- 
tling. The cost of a single tank, it says, could 
provide classrooms for 30,000 children. The 
price of a jet fighter could set up 40,000 vil- 
lage pharmacies. And half of 1 percent of a 
year's military expenditure would pay to 
equip low-income countries to approach self- 
sufficiency in food by 1990. Those are com- 
pelling figures, but try to sell the underlying 
argument to Congress with 100,000 Soviet 
troops in Af ghanistan.

Le Zigzag 


First, on Jan. 20. President Carter said the 
United States would not support U.S. partic- 
ipation in the Moscow Olympics unless Sovi- 
et troops were “fully withdrawn” from Af- 
ghanistan “within a month.” But on Mon- 
day. White House counsel Lloyd Cutler said 
the matter could be left open perhaps until 
April or May. Mr. Carter’s press secretary, 
Jody Powell, came right hack on Tuesday to 
insist that the Feb. 20 deadline is still on. 


But is it? How firm is the a dminis tration on 
an Olympics boycott, which it has been 
plugging around the world? There is always a 
certain amount of grumbling abroad about 
U.S. inconstancy and the tendency to go it 
alone. The French — who, to be sure, have 
made something of an art form of nit-picking 
U.S. policy — call it “le zigzag." But recently 
the administration has provided an unusually 
copious supply of grist for that milL 

It is reported,* for.instance, that the admin- 
istration did not consult France before a 
press leak said that France would attend the 
foreign ministers’ meeting originally planned 
for Feb. 20; that it did not consult the allies 
before announcing its Olympics boycott 
plans; that it did not get around to notifying 
the allies when it finally decided to shelve 
sanctions against Iran; that it did not consult 
the allies when it announced, in their name, 
its new readiness to use force in the Gulf. 

The Europeans have not been exactly para- 
gons of consistency or firmness either in their 
reactions to Afghanistan — though the re- 
cent Franco-German joint warning to the So- 
viet Union was impressive. Those U.S. offi- 
cials who. piqued especially by French criti- 
cism of erratic U.S. behavior, responded by 
cataloging instances of erratic French behav- 


ior had a certain poinL Many Europeans 
would like to believe that the Afghan affair 
will turn out to be analogous to the Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia in 1968: It 
passed. 

Yet an underlying point must be made. The 
Europeans are not insensitive to issues of 
their own security. Just three months ago 
they committed themselves, in the face of 
harsh Soviet threats, to the modernization of 
NATO’s nuclear forces. But no Western Eu- 
ropean government can afford to be more 
anti-Soviet than the United States. They live 
too close, they trade too heavily, and they 
aren’t big enough. A trade embargo, for ex- 
ample, is under discussion. For the U.S. 
economy, it would* be rather minor. But for 
the West Germans, sales to the Soviet Union 
are an important proportion of the export 
trade. The Social Democrats have based II 
years of foreign policy an the assumption 
that detente with the East Is consistent with 
the U.S. alliance. West Germany, like the 
United States, is moving toward national 
elections, and the opposition is under stri- 
dently conservative leadership. 

That is why Europeans are now anxiously 
trying to gauge the U.S. mood. They wonder 
how much of the vehement U.S. reaction to 
Afghanistan may be due to frustration over 
the imprisonment of diplomats in Tehran. If 
the hostages are released, or after the elec- 
tions, will Americans return to an attitude of 
business- as-usual? To Europeans, that possi- 
bility commends caution in making any large 
or rapid changes in their relationships with 
the East. That is the central fact that U-S. 
diplomacy can never afford to ignore.

With or Without France 

Only a week ago, it appeared that the 
Americans and their European allies were 
moving nearer together. The most important 
sign was the joint statement issued at the end. 
of a summit meeting between French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d’Estaing and West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

In it. the two leaders seemed to set aside 
their misgivings about upsetting Soviet sensi- 
tivities and condemned the Afghan invasion 
in clear, unequivocal terms. 

Bonn, for its part, has since acted consist- 
ently with the statement. 

Paris, on the other hand, seems to have 
had second thoughts and is once again put- 
ting distance between itself and the rest of 
NATO. 

It may be that unlike the West Germans, 
the French have taken fright at Soviet warn- 
ings that Europe has to choose between de- 
tente and “succumbing” to U.S. pressures to 
take a hard-line against aggression. 

Whatever the case, the French attitude is a 
serious setback to Washington’s efforts to 
forge unity in the Alliance. 

It is also a blow to the French-German 
partnership which has been building up in 
recent years. But the West cannot afford to 
take this reverse lying down. 


With or without the French, the rest of 
NATO has to continue its moves toward 
greater harmony and unity in the face of So- 
viet expansionism.

Heart of Problem 


The trouble is that laws, axles of 
conduct, legislative ovesight, ad- 
ministrative codes — none of these 
really go to the heart at the problem 
which an intelligence and secret op- 
erations service poses to a govern- 
ment And it is not just a problem 
for democratic governments, be- 
cause the nature itself of secret ser- 
vice disposes it to beoome an auton- 
omous force and to break free from 
external control. This con happen in 
an authoritarian system quite as 
well as in a democracy, if not more 
easily. The Abwehr under Adm. 
Wilhelm Canaris played an equivo- 
cal game with the anti-Hitler oppo- 
sition in wartime Germany. Han- 
rich Himmler’s SS apparently tried 
to reach a settlement with the Allies 
in the West on its own. authority, 
and against Hitler's will that Ger- 
many fight to the end. The anti-So- 
viet military intelligence apparatus 
that had been built up by 
Wehnnacht Gen. Reinhart! Gefalen 
had made plans weeks before the 
end of the World War n to deliver 
itself intact to UJS. military authori- 
ties. 

Effective control of the Soviet 
KGB and its predecessor organiza- 
tions, from Dzerzhinsky’s Cheka to 
Beria's NKVD, was an irregular 
matter from the beginni n g, and by 
S talin 's later years the secret service 
dominated the nation and the for- 
mal government In France in the 
1950s, daring the. war in Algeria, 
parallel services — the “baibouzes” 
— were set op to fight the Secret 
Army Organization, the OAS. The 
loyalties of army and the official 
services were in doubt ova- the issue 
of a free Algeria. The successors to 
those parallel services, official or 
otherwise, have plagued France 
since: The Italian secret service, or a 
part of it, is supposed to have been 


1960s. Secret services simply are 
dangerous organizations. 

Nearly everyone also thinks they 
are necessary. It is mi interesting, if 
academic, point to ask to what ex- 
tent they exist, in peacetime at least, 
simply as a function of one another. 
That is, are they expensive organ- 
izations whose principal function is 
to counter and nullify the efforts of 
one another? A German novelist in- 
volved in such matters just after the. 
war described the secret intelligence 
and propaganda organizations bat- 
tling one another in postwar Europe 
as actually engaged m an unspoken 
conspiracy against their own gov- 
ernments. His cynical argument was 
that their organizational interest in 
big budgets and power outweighed 
their national loyalties. 

The CIA, though, began life as an 
organization of idealists. The peo- 
ple who began it had been called 
into wartime service from the uni- 
versities, law firms, international 
business. They stayed on in govern- 
ment service to fight Stalin with the 
same values and convictions they 
had brought to the battle against 
Hitler. During the early postwar pe- 
riod of optnmsm and popular sen- 
timentality about Stalin in the Unit- 
ed Stales and Britain, and then, af- 
ter the cold war began, of popular 
reaction in the United States, con- 
gressional witch- hunting and Mac- 
Cathyism, the people of the new 
US. intelligence service thought of 
themselves as the only sober men,

Wisely, the RSC 
chc«e to show the entire cycle to the 
critics on a single marathon day, 
and that is far and away the best 
arrangement for general audiences 
too: The one-day marathon will be 
performed again at the Aldwyeh 
Feb. 1 6. then every other Saturday 
until the end of Match.

PARIS, Feb. 13 (IHT) — Pofish 
± director Andrzej Wajda, 
known internationally for his pow- 
erful films — in particular “Canal” 
and “Ashes and Diamonds** — di- 
vides his time between the theater 
and the cinema because, he be- 
lieves, both are of equal impor- 
tance. Now in his 50s, a man of 
sharp features and sharp eyes, of 
digjht stature and greying head, he 
has devoted 20 years to the stage 
and 25 to motion pictures. He 
speaks only his own language and 
rdies bn aides for translation. 

This week at the Nanterre Mai- 
son de la Culture be is making his 
debut abroad as a stage director. 
For the occasion he has selected a 
Polish d rama by Stanislaw Ignacy 
Witkiewicz, and in mounting it as 
“Us ont deja occupe Is villa votsme” 
he has incorporated into the pro- 
duction revisions of his own. 

He has accorded several of the 
characters a sex change, explaining 
at a press conference that he is anx- 
ious to reveal the masculine traits in 
women and the feminine traits in 
men. 

Two actresses, Anna Prucnal and 
Rita Renoir, after some rehearsing, 
rejected the opportunity to disguise 
themselves as males to play the 
ferocious dictator who would obli- 
terate art, artists and art apj 
tion from the land. The role 
been taken by Anne Alvaro who 
now stomps in battle, attire as the 
relentless vandal, an army of wom- 
en under her co mman d. 

From Poland Wadja has import- 
ed two excellent comedians: 
Wqjdech Pszoniak as the elegant 
aesthete and collector of priceless 
canvases, and Andrzej Sewexyn as 
his mistress, the actress-countess. 
Both have mastered French for the 
occasion. 

The Polish guest director decided 
against using the theaters auditori- 
um, finding it too large. Instead the 
play is performed in the theater’s 
cafe. Beyond the drawing-room set- 
ting one has a broad view of the 
town from the window at the back 
of the decor, the sinister shock regi- 
ment enters from the outside balco- 
ny and the flames of their auto-da- 
fe rise against the night sky: The 
mise-en^scene is pictonaliy most im- 
press ive. 

Author Witkiewicz was a remark- 
able personality who has left his im- 
print on Polish culture. The son of a 
famous painter, he too was a paint- 
er and in addition to his literary en- 
deavors was also an anthropologist 
who accompanied Bronislaw Mali- 
nowski on expeditions to Australia 
and New Guinea. During World 
War I he served in theCzarisl army 
and witnessed many of the crudal 
events of the Russian Revolution 


firsthand, “swimming in the Made 
sea of a mob gone mad.” 

The drama that Wadja has cho- 
sen was written in 1920 and is, in- 
deed, prophetic. In the Russia of 
1917-18 Witkiewicz may have had a 
foretaste of thing s to oome. His 
message — or rather warning — is 
that a secret force will seize power 
and reduce- the world to siddy 
mediocrity. 

The sybaritic diletante of his play 
believes rumors of this coin) detat 
are false alarms. Even when the 
bouse next door is occupied he 
toms a deaf ear. It is only when his 
drawing room is invaded and his 
paintings are stripped from its walls 
to be burnt in the “cultural revolu- 
tion” that he realizes that all is lost 
and that evil and ignorance, have 
conquered. Witkiewicz, a poetic vi- 
sionary, foresaw Hitler’s book bon- 
fires and Stalin’s imposition of f so- 
cialistic realism and arrests and exe- 
cutions of those who opposed it. 

- As did such Polish dramatists of 
the century’s first half as Przy- 
byszewski. Gabriel a Zapolska, Ta- 
deusz Rittner, Alfred Savoir, and 
today, Slawomir Mrozek, Wit- 
kiewicz often readied for the car- 
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busy in this nightmare 
fantasy and Wajda in his staging 
has emphasized the grotesque as-* 
pects of its comic touches, for ex- 
ample, in the comportment of the 
blustering women soldiers with 
their top-sergeant barks and hearty 
comradely. 

But the frequent hilarity does not 
disguise the macabre truth tdfing. 
The Polish visitor again shows ius 
mettle, here brilliantly combining 
thought-provoking drama and fasci- 
nating spectacle.

On John Napier’s bare, dust-bowl 
set, the company of 40 works its 
way through the saga in the sim- 
plest possible terms. 

Barton and Cavander have gone 

for a prose style of stark simplicity 

to match both the setting and the 
acting. “The Greeks” is not a day of 
metaphor or of subtlety, instead, 
evoything is up front, laid out be- 
fore you like some appalling tapes- 
try of blood and revenge. For 
Agamemnon, having butchered his 
own child, to tell his grieving wife 
as be sets off for Troy that he “may 
be some time” is admittedly a little 
ami-climactic, but ii is in keeping 
with a pageant, which by its nature 
has to lurch from idle gossip about 
the gods to the equivalent of “Ham- 
let, Act V” in a mailer of minutes. 

What we have here, then, is the 
cartoon-strip history of the classical 
world, one which can incorporate 
characters as diverse as the dizzy 
blonde Thetis (Annie Lambert), 
apologizing to her son Achilles for 
having been so forgetful about his 
heel, and the massively tragic 
Gytemnestra (Janet Suzman), who 
having killed Agamemnon (John 
Shrapnel) for what be did to their 
daughter is then in turn butchered 
by ha own children Orestes and 
EJectra. who have, in one of the rare 
production mistakes of the epic, 
been allowed to grow up into mod- 
em-dress urban guerrillas. Such oc- 
casional errors of judgment arise 
from the same source as much of 
what is best about Barton’s produc- 
tion: a deter mina tion never to bore 
or confuse or forget the audience. 

Gone are rows of chorus ladies 
chanting in while sheets. Gone too 
are the unwieldy and stagey transla- 
tions at the past. It is something of 
a surprise, even so, to discover 
about eight hours into the epic that 
Helen never lived in Troy, and that 
Iphigenia never sacrificed herself ei- 
ther. 

The whole of the Trojan Wars 
has been some terrible blade joke 
perpetrated by the gods. But people 
nave lived and died through them, 
some have even survived them, and 
that too is what “The Greeks” is all 
about. 

Like 40 ancient mariners, the 
RSC frees you with glittering eyes 
and proceeds to tdl you their terri- 
ble tales. But, to Suzman 

and Shrapnel, to Billie WMtdaw, to 
Mike Gwilym and Lynn Dearth, 
and to a whole host of supporting 
players including Judy Buxton, Eli- 
za Ward, Tony Church and Oliva 
Ford Davies, and to Nick Biede’s 
score, the parade passes by in fine 
fettle. True, its final sequence runs 
downhill so fast that even the cast 
seems breathless, but if you take my 
advice and see “The Greeks” at one 


sitting that will only appear as the 
inevi tabic anti-climax to the war it- 
self. Otherwise it's all here and 
should on no account be missed. 


Michael Frayn's “Liberty Hall" 
<ai the Greenwich) starts from a 
wonderfully funny premise and pro- 
ceeds to go gently downhill. We are 
at a writers' rest home in Balmoral 
Castle.

Of course, a few bright spots 
were sighted through the gloom. 
Several businessmen thought a re- 
cent switch to less governmental in- 
tervention in a few countries might 
continue and spread. Some saw op- 
portunities for sales in the Third 
World, and one or two even noted 
that increased military 1 spending, 
while likely to lead to higher taxes, 
also created orders for business. On 
the whole, though, optimism was 
something the symposium had to 
work to find — while pessimism 
came easily. 

“People come to a conference like 
this to be reassured," observes 
Klaus Schwab, the forum's founder 
and guiding spirit. "But wc can't 
reassure them right now. In fact, it 
is our duty to tell them that the only 
thing we can be sure of is that never 
have things been so unsure."

Unlike most commodity futures, 
which allow investors to buy con- 
tracts for future delivery of com. 
wheat or other farm products, fi- 
nancial futures are contracts for fu- 
ture delivery of financial instil- 
ments, such as Treasury bills, mon- 
gages, or currencies. 

Since the idea was first accepted 
by the CFTC a couple of years ago, 
13 financial futures contracts have 
been created, although several of 
them have failed to develop much 
interest amo.ig investors. 

Mr. Stone assured the subcom- 
mittee that the CFTC is not rushing 
to approve the most controversial 
financial futures contract of them 
all — one based on a U.S. stock 
market index; such as the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average. 


SEC General Counsel Ralph Fer- 
rara says his agency believes the 
same regulations that apply to sale 
or any stock should apply to sales 
of stock index futures. The SECs 
disclosure regulation and its rules to 
protect investors are tougher than 
those of the CFTC, he added. 

Robert Carswell, deputy Treas- 
ury secretary, urged Congress to 
consider “whether the C FTCs re- 
sources are adequate" to regulate 
futures trading in Treasury bills and 
other government securities. 

Peter Keir, assistant to the Feder- 
al Reserve Board, also urged curbs 
on financial futures markets. Much 
of the trading, he said, “appears ic 
be designed largely to facilitate in- 
terest-rate speculation, and a grow- 
ing share of activity appears to re- 
flect tax-avoidance objectives." 


Lower Margins 

The Kansas Cay Board of Trade 
already has applied to stan trading 
in futures based on the Value-Line 
Stock Index. 

The Federal Reserve requires 
investors to put up SO percent of the 
price of stock in cash, but most 
commodity futures contracts re- 
quire a down payment, or margin, 
of only about 10 percent. Raising 
that to 50 percent would make 
stock index futures far less attrac- 
tive to investors.

BOBSLEDDING 

History — Bobsledding has been 
an Olympic sport since 1924. 
Though the only bobsled run in the 
Western Hemisphere L$ the one at 
Lake Placid, the United Slates was 
the dominant country in bobsled- 
ding through 1948. Since 1956. Eu- 
ropeans have dominated. East Ger- 
mans won both gold medals in 
1976. 

Rules — Sleds travel as fast as 90 
mph and weigh about 500 pounds. 
The course is about one mile long 
The key man is the driver but in the 
four-man event the back man, die 
pusher, is also important in gening 
a fast start. There are four heats in 
each event and results are based on 
total time. 

SPEED SKATING 

History — Speed skating for men 
has been a part of the Olympics 
since 1924; for women only since 
1960. This has been the best sport 
Tor U.S. competitors. In 1932, the 
United States won all four events. 
Five of the eight U.S. gold medals 
since 1964 have been in speed skat- 
ing. 

Rides — There are five men's

BIATHLON 

History — The biathlon ‘ came 
about as a combination of bunting 
and skiing, which many Nordic ski- 
ers had to do to survive. There are 
two events: the individual biathlon 
and the biathlon realy. The object is 
to ski cross-country the fastest 
while stopping at various points on 
the course to shoot at different tar- 
gets. The winner is the man or team 
with the fastest time. Nordic coun- 
tries have dominated the biathlon 
since its introduction to the Games 
in I960, though the Russians have 
won the relay every time. 

Rules — The individual biathlon 
race at the Olympics is a 12%-mile 
cross-country ski with four stops 
along the way. At each stop, five 
rounds are fired. If a shooter hits 
only the outside of the target area, 
he is assessed a one-minute penalty. 


biathlete must ski a 200-meter loop, 
usually losing about a minute for 
each loop. In both events, the tar- 
gets are about 150 meters from the 
shooters. 

FIGURE SKATING 

History — Figure skating has 
been in the Olympics since 1908, 
when it was included in the Summer 
Games. It has been a part of the 
Winter Games since their inception 
in 1924 and has had many glamo- 
rous champions. There are Tour fig- 
ure-skating events: men’s and wom- 
en's singles, the pairs competition 
and ice dancing, which became pan 
of the Olympics in 1976. The Soviet 
Union has dominated the pairs 
competition while the medals have 
been divided fairly evenly in singles 
with the United States winning a 
solid share. 

Rules — The singles competition 
is divided into three categories: 
complusory school figures (which 


count 30 percent), the two-minute 
compulsory freestyle program (20 
percent) and the freestyle program 
(50 percent). All are set to music. 
The school figures are tracings on a 
figure right: the judges watch the 
skaters* carriage, flow, motion and 
control, and beauty of movement, 
then check the tracings for accura- 
cy. The short program and freestyle 
are judged on technical merit and 
artistic expression. 

The pairs competition is divided 
into a two-minute short program, 
designed around six basic moves, 
which counts 20 percent of the 
score, and the freestyle event. The 
pair must skate in unison, the tech- 
nical merit and artistic expression 
are crucial. The freestyle program 
should be done to both slow and 
fast music and should include lifts, 
jumps, spins and connecting steps. 

Ice dancing does not include lifts, 
jumps or spins. Neither is skating 
singly allowed. Ice-dancing pro- 
grams rely on musical interpreta- 
tion and ' intricate footwork. The 
dancers' ability to appear as one is 
of paramount importance.
